It his been demonstrated beyond per- 


adventtue that no portion of California 
is so well adapted to the culture of the 
grnpe than the foothill regi'on, between 
the elevations of 300 and 2,500 feet 
above the sea level. Within this zone 
every known variety of grape that has 
been introduced has been found to 
flourish, and although in the valleys 
and neirer the coast the greatest atten- 
tion has been given to grape culture, it 
is to tho foothill region that vitioultar- 
ists are beginning to turn their attention 
as the great vineyard of tho future. 
When it is remembered that this foothill 
bolt extends nearly the entire length of 
the State, bein.g, six hundred miles in 
length, and say twenty in width, the 
possibilities of graps culture aud \viue 
product promise to be of grand propor- 
tions. France, which is the greatest 
wine producing country in the world has 
but a limited area of land cultivated to 
the grape as compared to what Califor- 
nia possesses, and yet it is ous of the 
prominent sources of that country's 
•wealth 
as 
may 
b& 
realized 
when 


it is stated that its 
nnnnal 
av- 


erage 
vintage is 2,000,000,000 gal- 


lons. 
These are 
enormous figures, 


and although largely supplemented by 
the wiue product of Germany, Italy, 
Spain and Portugal the markets of the 
world are far from 
being properly 


stocked with pure wines. The wine 
product of California for the present 
year is estimed at from 12,000,000 to 
15,000,000 gallons, and there are among 
ovir people those who observing the 
yearly increase of wine produced here 
express the fear that grape culture aud 
wine making is being overdone, and 
that if too much attention is paid to this 
branch of industry that in a few years 
grapes aud wine will become such a drug 
in the market that the business will be 
atttended with great loss and disaster. 
That this view is superficial is evi- 
dent from the fact that both grapes 
and wine of California production have 
attained increased valuation as the in- 
terest has become more firmly estab- 
lished. Grapes now bring from $25 to 
$30 pt r ton, when but a few years ago 
$18 per ton were the highest figures 
paid; aud the wine 
of 
California, 


which ten years ago had no standing iu 
the markets of the world now meets 
with ready demand. There is no ig- 
noring facts like these, which give en- 
couragement to believu that there is 
scarcely a limit to which wine-making 
may not be carried ou in tho State with' 
out the danger of overdoing the busi- 
ness, as the world is open for a market, 
and there never yet has been more pure 
wine made thaa met with ready sale. 
As a matter of fact thw demand has al- 
ways been greater than the supply, aud 
the deficiency has been runda up in 
adulterations. The best informed writ- 
ers on the subject believe it nn impos- 
sibility that there can bo an, over pro- 
duction of pure wine, and that no coun- 
try possessing the opportunities for the 
culture of the grape as California there 
is every enoourcgemeut to extend the 
area of vineyards as far as labor and 
capital may be disposed to go. The 
field of this labor and capital will be 
fouucl in the foothills of the Sierras, and 
from year to year the industry will be 
extended until the time will not be dis- 
tant when California will be a formid- 
able rival of France in the value of her 
vintage.

Day we are reminded ot its havoo as the 
thousands of soldiers graves are decor- 
ated with flowers by the veterans who 
survived its horrors. And it is not only 
by 4he graves of the fallen that \ve are 
lad to contemplate the cost in blood 
paid to preserve the American Union 
from disunion. The ranks of the com- 
rades who gather on their Memorial 
Day to pay the tribute of affection to 
the memory of those who have joineil 
the great majority, show the rnaiaiec 
and the feeble, deprived of the powoi 
of self-support. 
They ore not few. To 


know the story of their soldier lives is 
to weep over suffering and misfortune 
while rejoicing for country saved. 


Those of us who remember the firs

nomads, found in the city and villag 
streets, presenting to the passer-by th 
certificate of honorable service and dis 
charge with the appeal for assistance 
They had sacrificed on the altar of coun 
try their God-given power to work for 
living, and now were beggars. Tha 
these helpless soldiers wero entitled t 
the best care that the Qovernmen 
which they had sacrificed BO much to pre 
serve could give them, the hardes 
heartest miser of the time acknowledged 
Many of these men had no one bat thi 
government and the public to look t 
for assistance by whiuh with u meagr 
pension they could puy their way in th 
busy world. Many of thsni were no 
qualified (or the civil service promise 
the soldier, though excellent workmi- 
at their t.-mles before the war had tor 
fioui them their limbs or shattered tbci 
constitutions to disease.

title have been established.

three, we believe, under the exelusiv 
control of the general Government, on 
at Touni, Mo., one at Dayton, Ohio.nu 
a third at Milwaukee, Wia. Coucernm 
the uiuurtgeineut ot e»oh of them thel 
baa been more or less complaint, bu 
those at Dayton and Milwaukee hav 
won from inmates from time to tim 
the appellation of "National Soldier 
Hell." 
110 bitter has grown the com 


plaint of management that daring th 
recent session of Congress a 'couiinitte 
was appointed for the purpose of inves 
tigatioa. W« have no knowledge a 
this writiag when this committee is 1 
meet, and recall the fact of its appon 
ment by a report in one of the Mihvau 
kee papers that the poor houses in tha 
part of the country have been filling u 
with veteran soldiers who prefer th 
poor house to the homes provided by th 
Government under their existing tyrau 
nical and otherwise shameful manage 
ment. These homes have been de 
scribed as fine buildings, soon as woul 
iu appearance: gratify tho pride of a 
American citizen who knew nothing o 
the suffering within. The soldier o 
the civil war has bSoome accustoms 
to being victimized by pension agen 
and politicians, bat Congress should 


and comfort in the homes it invites him 
n behalf of the people to accept. 
That the poor house is a paradise for 
juse helpless heroes as compared to the 
overnment homes, is a disgrace to the 
overnment which is paying out millions 
f dollars in pensions to men who can 
am as good a living as ever they could 
nd ore not obliged to depend upon the 
overnment or common charity for their 
eeds. The Grand Army of the Ilepub- 
c should investigate the management 
f these homes, especially those of 
Jayton and Milwaukee, and let its influ- 
uce be felt in their suffering comrades' 
ehalf.

morning. It makes a book of 150 pages. 
It is largely made up of fuc-similies of 
documents showing the forgery in vari- 
ous forms, Tho narrative is only a 
brief part of the whole volume. 
The 


book sets forth that the person who 
actually penned the forged Morey letter 
was a lawyer of this city named Henry 
H. Hadley. Davenport describes him 
as a manipulator of insurance ^compan- 
ies of doubtful character and of other 
matters equally precarious, with an in- 
nate love of intrigue and a craving 
for notoriety, and an unconquerable 
desire to dip 
into 
politics and to 


correspond 
with 
public men. 
He 


quotes 
from 
his 
letters 
to 
show 


that he always was a Democrat, though 
at the time of the commission of tho 
forgery he was Secretary of the Hancock 
Republican Association, in the rooms of 
which the forgery was committed, on or 
about October 2, 1880. 
The forgery, 


according to Hadley "s admission and the 
confirmatory evidence collected by Dav- 
enport, was originally in tho form of an 
extract from a supposed interview with 
General Garfleld. Davenport possessed 
himgjdf of about 1,000 letters written by 
Hndley between 1870 and 1879, and 
finds all the distinctive marks of the or- 
thography and ealigrapby alike in them 
and the forged letter. 
Hndlfiy always 


misspelled the -word " religiously " as it 
was spelled in the forged letter, and all 
nouns ending in " ies," such us com- 
panies, copies, enemies, he spelled with 
the final "ys," as the word " com- 
pany s " appears in the forged letter. In 
his genuine correspondence Hadley in- 
variably dotted the letter " r " when it 
occurred in n word containing an "i," 
OB in the signature to tho forged letter. 
A hundred 
fac-simile 
Reproductions 


proves this conclusively. It was on the 
display of this evidence of his guilt that 
Hadley confessed his part in the crime. 
Hadley admits he wrote the name of 
Henry L. Morey in the register of the 
Kirkland House, Lynn*, and substituted 
it for the name of George E. C. Morey 
in an affidavit of Mrs. Clara Morey, de- 
claring be was her son. Those forgeries 
were made to sustain tho original for- 
gery. There was no such man as H. L. 
Morey, to whom the forged letters were 
supposed to have been written, nor was 
there any such person as J. W. Goodall, 
who claimed to be executor to H. L. 
Morey, and who transmitted the forged 
letter to Truth. 
Hadley wrote the 


Goodall letters also. Davenport also 
says that a week or ten days before 
the 
publication in 
Truth 
of 
tho 


Morey letter Charles A. Dana, of the 
New York Sun, was told that such a let- 
ter was in existence, and upon his ex- 
pressing a doubt thereof, his informant 
assured him such was the case, and 
that he believed he could obtain it and 
show it to him (Dana). 
To this Mr. 


Dana replied that he did not care to 
see it, for the reason that he believed 
if acy such letter was in existence it 
was a forgery, and he wished to have 
nothing to do with it. Liudsley, like 
Morey, was a fictitious person, and the 
man O'Brien who impersonated him 
on Philip's examination was arrested 
for forgery, confessed and is now serv- 
ing a term in Sing Sing Prison ior that 
offense. 
The language of the Morey 


letter is shown to have been culled from 
speeches of Cutter, of New Jeniey ;

A copy of the 
account of Garfield with the Stationery 
Clerk of the House for the session from 
March 21 to December 23, 1879, shows 
Garfield never used paper with the pe- 
culiar heading of the sheet on which 
the forged letter was written, and that 
that style of paper was uevor issued ex- 
cept dining the time indicated.

He won enough to make his cap- 
ital $10,000, when he started for Eu- 
rope two days later. At that lime the 
game of baccarat was just becoming 
popular in New York. If was imported 
from France. The game is the most 
popular of all table games now, not ex- 
cepting faro. 
Billy Deutsch 
had a 


theory about playing baccarat. 
He re- 


duced it to a system and went direct to 
Paris. Wbea he arrived he made a 
"pluugo" with his whole $10,000 at 
the biggest gambling house in Paris, 
was a winner to tho extent of $80,000, 
broke the bank at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and awoke the next morning to find 
all Paris talking about him. The pa- 
pers dubbed him tho " Prince of Bac- 
carat." The young American had such 
extraordinary luck that the gambling 
places in Paris refused to allow him to 
play at their tables after a time, and he 
returned at the t-xpiratiou of two years 
to New York. Meanwhile he hod trav- 
elled all over Europe with a caravan of 
friends, 
parasites, 
and 
sycophants. 


When he returned to America he had 
changed wonderfully. 
He was arrogant, 


snobbish dictatorial—and worth consid- 
erably more than half a million dollars. 
He went back to Paris a little less than 
two years ago, and in a mouth the news 
came over the water that Billy Deutsch 
had squandered all of his fortune at bac- 
carat and was penniless. 
He struggled 


along in poverty until a month ago, 
when ho "struck a winner" again. 
Deutsch is a desperate gambler, and if 
he wins at ail he wins big sums. In 
this case—I am told by a buyer for a 
big lace house in New York who had 
just returned from Paris and who saw 
Deutsch's strike—Deutsch played his 
usual game. He had, somehow or other, 
got $100 together in 500-franc note. He 
placed tho note on the table and waited 
for the cards. He caught a natural and 
lelt the whole sum—now 1,000 francs— 
on the table. It won again. He left it 
once more and made another winning. 
Everybody watched him, and the banker 
asked if he intended to risk his whole 
fortue again, 
Billy Deutsoh nodded, 


and, as luck would have it, he won 
again, and found himself worth 8,000 
francs—all won within ten minutes. 
One or two of his friends bpgged him to 
withdraw the major part of his win- 
nings, but the American said he would 
have 16,000 francs or nothing. For- 
tune, which had scowled on him so 
long, smiled again, and he left the game 
with his 16,000 francs. 
Then he began 


to play again as of old, and it is said 
that ho is again a wealthy man. 


Halstead telegraphs from N-3W York 


to his paper these reflections:

as they would manage it, is susceptible. 
Each great Democratic city with a gar- 
rison of federal office-holders, will bo 
strengthened for works not good, and 
the combined forces would hold the 
forts for the bonanzas contained in them 
for an indefinite period. 
It is into this 


promised land of fraud and violence 
perpetuating each other thai, those who 
are abusing the very name of reformers 
are leading.
